British fighting machine has crushed 
its way through the German trenches

front with 
great success. 
The offensive began in 
the gray dawn of a misty morning and 
by noon 
accomplished 
virtually all 
that had been planned for it and this 
afternoon the men of Australia, Eng- 
land and Scotland were holding posi- 
tions which represented a gain of 1,- 
000 to 1,300 yards over a large part of 
the sector involved. 
They had 
se- 
cured the whole of the Tower Ham- 
lets 
ridge, which the Germans 
had 
fought so bitterly to I'etain; they were 
clear of the famous Polygon wood, 
whose eastern slopes had been filled 
with concrete redoubts and 
sniping 
shelters; they had battled half way 
through Zonnebeke village of immor- 
tal memory, and north of the Tpres- 
Roulers railway; they were 
holding 
many Gentian strongholds in the val- 
ley of the Henebeek river.

Yesterday's victory of the British in 
Flanders appears to have been about as 
complete aa any they have gained in this 
year's dperatidns.

Barring some merely specious ad- 
vantages of place and association, Bill the 
Burgomaster embodies particularly nothing to 
be chosen as against what in himself Bill the 
Boss of the Wabblys offers to an Blinois sena- 
torial constituency. 
Big Bill, as describing 
Heywood, was a name to conjure with among 
the far western dynamiters much better than 
a decade before the jolly good fellows» in 
Thompson's chortling train thought to tack a 
similar moniker onto him and so give articu-' 
lation to the strongest appeal he made and a 
term to the best thing he does. 


So let Illinois turn loose the two of 'em to- 
gether on the senatorial track to run it out or 
fight it out and in any event make sure of a 
good thing in the senate of the United States. 
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NO FOREIGN INVASION. 


It is entirely reasonable to suppose that 
those who acted for the Woman's Club league 
in making a contract with an outside concern 
to employ the league's name in furtherance 
of the plan to collect saleable waste did not 
know quite well what the effect would be. To 
' suppose otherwise is to assume that the 
league had attached itself to a mercenary en- 
terprise thoroughly calculated to do a great 
harm in this city. We have no doubt that the 
league will abrogate its part of the contract. 
It ought to do so without delay. 


The character of household waste that the 
outside concern proposes to collect is such as 
now brings a good price. It also is the char- 
acter of waste that for two or three years the 
Anti-Tuberculosis society of Fort Wayne has 
been regularly collecting and selling, devot- 
ing the proceeds to the advancement of its 
own humane work. Upon the money realized 
from the sale of the materials it collects the 
society has gone far to establish and maintain 
tiie fresh air school. To have its field entered 
by a competitor would prove greatly embar- 
rassing if not actually disastrous to the ^\nti- 
Tuberculosis society's labors. 


It should be borne in mind that the sacri- 
fice to be made by the AVoman's club league 
will be very small as compared with the loss 
the Anti-Tuberculosis society will sustain. 
The league is to get but a small percentage of 
the saleable value of the waste collected in 
its name, whereas the Anti-Tuberculosis so- 
ciety gets for its own use all of the proceeds 
of what it collects save the cost of collection 
and marketing. The society, by great pains 
and diligence, has developed this field of effort 
and it ought not to be subjected to competi- 
tion by any foreign invasion of its field. We 
do not believe any of the members of the 
Woman's Club league will wish to be identi- 
fied with an enterprise that may in any wise 
or to any extent hamper the splendid work 
of the Anti-Tuberculosis society and will not 
hesitate to withdraw from the contract once 
tiie unhappy effect of it is well understood. 


In any event, those people of Fort Wayne 
•who have been regularly accustomed for the 
past year or two to save their waste for the 
Anti-Tuberculosis society's collectors will 
keep right on doing that, no matter what sort 
of competition may come into the field. 


LET EM PICK THEIR BIG BILL. 


Upon the strength of his record and the 
merit of his public statements—not omitting, 
we presume, that one in which he refused to 
invite the French war envoys to Chicago be- 
eanse that might give offense in the ''sixth 
German city of the world"—Mayor Thompson 
is going to make pursuit of a seat in the 
JJnited States senate. 


If Illinois must have a Big Bill in that race, 
why not make it a good one and have two of 
them. Chicago can furnish them both. There 
is Big Bill Heywood, the creative genius and 
presumably the chief inventor of deviltry in 
the Industrial Workers of the World. He is 
a more original Big Bill than Wilhelm der 
Grosse, burgomaster of Old Chi. 
Likewise 
Big Bill the First was agin the government a 
long time before Big Bill the Lesser bethought 
himself to turn disloyal sentiment to account 
in political enterprises, or began to model 
himself upon the example of the founder, sec- 
retary and director-general of the I. W. W. 
crew. 


Big Bill Heywood is not a friend of the gov- 
ernment or any part of it.

It never has been possible to register at so 
little inconvenience as this fall. There is no 
excuse in the world for failure to register. 
Do it.

This is freedom's war; it is democ- 
racy's war; it is America's war. 
To 
say that the United States should have 
held aloof, that we had no business to 
join with the allies against the im- 
perial German government Is to offer 
a pitiful illustration of density. 


The kaiser and the powerful autoc- 
racy he controls began this war with 
the hope of dominating the world. 
No one had attacked Germany. 
Ever 
since the Franco-Prussian 
war 
the 
German empire has been preparing to 
add to its territory and seize new ports 
for its commerce. 
Germany's African 
colonies were a failure; she must look 
nearer home for opportunities of ex- 
pansion, and to military power as the 
means to gratify her greed. 


Neither France nor England had 
attacked Germany. The Balkan trou- 
bles were only an excuse for the sud- 
den unlooked-for flinging of the Ger- 
man army toward Paris. 
The 
best 
diplomatic and literary genius of Ger- 
many has attempted to Justify that 
march upon Paris that plunged the 
world into the most stupendous war 
in history. 
The attempts at justifi- 
cation do not justify. Germany, after 
exerting all her energies for years to 
develop the greatest fighting machine 
ever assembled, seized an hour when 
her neighbors were ofE-guard to put 
her 
armies in motion. 
Belgium's 
magnificent resistance to the invader, 
the splendid valor of France alone 
saved Paris, and when he failed to 
reach the French capital in that first 
dash, the kaiser lost the war. 


That civilization has now 
turned 
against Germany is the fault of the 
kaiser and the servile autocracy that 
supports him in his fanatical 
pro- 
gram of conquest. It Is the fault, too, 
of the German people who have meek- 
ly cringed before their rulers, and 
accepted the doctrine of Germany's 
predestined place as the dominant po- 
litical and commercial power of the 
world. 
The first result of the effort 
to assert this doctrine and impose it 
upon the rest of humanity, beating 
down democratic institutions as Eng- 
land, America and France have realiz- 
ed them, was to bring the world to 
arms against Germany. 
The second 
was to arouse a world-wide distrust 
and hatred of Germany and Germans 
that would not pass In a hundred years. 


The kaiser, far from being an em- 
nipotent being, incapable 
of 
error, 
has blundered incredibly at every turn. 
He was misled for years by the army 
of spies he maintained In this country 
into believing that the Germans who 
migrated to the United States to es- 
cape from kaiserism were ready to 
aid the Imperial German government 
in its schemes of world domination by 
taking orders from Berlin whenever 
the fateful hour struck. 
In 
other 
words, the German-American citizen 
was, in the view of the Hohenzollern 
powers, a potential traitor to the land 
of his adoption, ready at all times to 
welcome ^and assist the imperial Ger- 
man armies when they should under- 
take to add the American republic to 
German territory. 


Here and there some mischief has 
been done by German agents, but with 
the passing of ipon Bernstorff, the kai- 
ser's hope of an uprising of former 
subjects of the Imperial crown ended. 
The chief effect of the German propa- 
ganda in ths United States has been 
to arouse suspicion 
and animoirity 
against thousands of loyal American 
citixens of derman birth and antec«» 
dents who, having enjoyed American 
lIlMrty and ]proflt«d by American op- 


lern had learned less confidently upon 
the hope that his former subjects in 
America would support his cause we 
should not now be at war with the im- 
perial German government. 
If 
he 
had respected international law and 
not directed his war of frightfulness 
against us, a people who had no wish 
to wage war against him, we should 
not now be preparing to strike down 
his presumptions with every ounce of 
power we possess. 
His attempt to 
block the great sea-lanes to neutrals, 
his destruction of American lives and 
property merely as part of his policy 
of terrorism, made it Incumbent upon 
us, for our own protection and in the 
defense of humanity to sound the call 
to arms. 


We fight first for the dignity, hon- 
or and security of America; and inci- 
dental to this high purpose is a holy 
crusade in behalf of all free peoples 
to protect them from the rapacity and 
cruelty of autocracy. 
If the kaiser 
wins, the tide of civilization will be 
turned back a thousand years. 
The 
court house that stands in every Amer- 
ican county seat as the symbol and in- 
strument of Anglo-Saxon freedom and 
justice is menaced so long as the au- 
tocratic Hohenzollern commands an 
army. 
We fight for the cause that 
Christ, the first great teacher of dem- 
ocracy, preached to lowly men; we 
defend In this war ideals of free gov- 
ernment that have developed in the 
course of man's long struggle for free- 
dom, that ar emarked by the great 
charter won at Runnymede, by the 
French revolution, by our own strug- 
gle for independence, and by the war 
for a slaveless America that ended at 
Appotomattox. 


Not our war? 
No man, woman or 
child in America but is mmediately 
and personally concerned in this fierce 
struggle. 
Caesarism 
and kaiserism 
have rallied for a last 
stand. 
The 
kaiser, cloaked and helmeted like a 
character of Wagnerian opera, is lead- 
ing his hosts against twentieth century 
democracy. 
His case is desperate be- 
cause he is well aware that when he 
loses, as he surely will lose, he and 
his kind pass to the scrap heap for- 
ever. 
With us this Is not a war for 
gain; its purpose is to hold and make 
unassailable for all time 
what 
our 
forefathers won for us, and what It 
is our solemn duty to pass on to our 
children's children as their Inalienable 
heritage. 


The blood shed in this struggle Is 
upon the kaiser's head. There will be 
no peace ifn this world so long as one 
soldier or one battleship carries his 
pirate flag. 
We make war that all 
who love liberty, honor, decency and 
mercy, no matter where they live or 
under what flag, may lift ther faces 
In hope and be conscious of the Just- 
Ice of God.

"The United States Is on the eve 
Of a transportation revolution which 
will follow the war, and the aircraft 
board will probably play as important 
a part as the shipping board. The air 
plans, as far as possible, are being 
made to faollltate^transformation Into 
Industrial 
equipment 
when 
peace 
comts.? 


passed the senate and is pending in 
the house. 


Long before the war Sheppard had 
proposed a department of aeronautics. 
The substitution of the plan for an 
aircraft board was the result of the 
pooling of ideas between the army, 
navy and the aero societies. 


The young officers who have devel- 
oped the army's air progi-am have 
from the very first modeled their plans 
with the view to an immense indus- 
trial air fleet after the war. 


Just as a mercantile marine is nec- 
essary to maintain a fighting navy by 
nurturing the constructors so will that 
nation excel in air warfare which has 
the most highly developed air fleets In 
commerce. 


Much of the work being done today 
is permanent. 
The aviation training 
camps will be training centers after 
the war. The first air mail routes will 
probably be between these camps. 


The factories now turning out air- 
craft parts and the assembling plants 
will produce commercial craft. 


Since the government has almost 
absorbed the Industry it will probably 
remain in government hands. Just as 
the new mercantile marine. 


Undoubtedly the first commercial 
service will be in connection with the 
postoffice. 
A new fast mail service 
carrying bank checks and speeding 
up the clearing operations of the fed- 
eral reserve system is already being 
planned. 


A treasury department coast patrol 
in connection with the revenue system 
and the life-saving service is already 
being mapped out. 


At the end of the war thousands of 
air chauffeurs will return from the 
battle fronts ready to enter the new 
business. 


Many engineers predict the com- 
mercial development of the airplane 
will surpass that of the automobile. 
Thanks to the war, and the necessity 
of Investing hundreds of millions of 
government money in aircraft, the In- 
dustry has passed through experiment- 
al stages which would have occupied 
years if left to private capltaL 


The entry of the United States Into 
the war in time to profit by the mis- 
takes and successes of the other na- 
tions, with unimpaired resources and 
credit, insures we will be in the lead 
at the opening of the era of alii>lane 
transportation. 


No one today can set any limits to 
the possibilities of the^iir routes. Pas- 
sengers, mail and light freight are 
already In sight, also a tremendous 
use of the airplane as a pleasure craft. 


The new aircraft board Is to con- 
sist of the chief signal officer of the 
army, the chief constructor of 
the 
navy and seven civilians to be named 
by the president 
The salaries of ^ e 
civilian members will be $7,BOO per 
year. They are put In entire charge ot 
all aircraft activities until six month« 
after the war.

Grape Juice Days Are 
Here With Fruit to Use 


BY GEORGE C. HUSMANN. 


U ,S. Deparunent of Agrlcultmre. 
For making grape juice only clean, 
sound, well ripened, but not overripe, 
grapes should be used. 
These may be 
crushed and pressed either by hand or 
in an ordinary cider mill. 


If a light-colored juice is desired, 
the crushed grapes are put in a clean, 
well-washed 
cloth 
sack 
and 
either 
hung up and twisted or grasped by 
two persons, one at either, end, and 
twisted until the greater part of the 
juice is expressed. 
Then, in a double 
boiler or its equivalent, such as a large 
stone jar placed in a pan of hot water, 
so that the juice does not come in di- 
rect contact with the fire, the juice is 
gradually heated to a temperature of 
180 degrees to 200 degrees Fahrenheit. 
The temperature should never be al- 
lowed to go above 200 degrees Fahren- 
heit. 
It is best to use a thermometer; 
if none is available, however, the Juice 
may be heated until it steams, but it 
should not be allowed to boil. 


It should be 
poured 
immediately 
into a glass or enameled vessel and 
allowed to settle for 24 hours; then 
the Juice should be drained from the 
sediment 
and 
run 
through 
several 
thicknesses of clean flannel or through 
a conic filter made from woolen cloth 
or felt and fixed to a hoop of iron so 
that it can be suspended. 


The Juice is then poured into clean 
bottles, space being left at the top for 
the liquid to expand when heaied. 
A 
good home substitute for the com- 
mercial 
pasteurizer 
Is an 
ordinary 
washboiler with a thin board 
fitted 
over the bottom on which the filled 
bottles are set. 
Ordinary glass fruit 
Jars serve the same purpose equally 
well. 
The tub should be filled with 
water to within an inch or so of the 
tops of the bottles and heated until 
the water begins to simmer. 
The bot- 
tles should then be taken 
out 
and 
sealed or corked immediately. 
Only 
new corks should be used.

A Way of Makingr Red 
Grape Juice at Home 


BY GEORGE C. HUSMANN. 


(U. S. Department of Agriculture). 
When red juice is desired, the crushed 
grapes should first be heated to a tem- 
perature of not more than 200 dep-ees 
Fahrenheit, then strained 
through 
a 
clean cloth or drip bag, no pressure being 
use, and set away to cool and settle. The 
remaining procedure is the same for the 
red as for the light colored juice. 


Many people do not even take 
the 
trouble to let the juice settle after it is 
strained, simply reheating and sealing 
the vessels and setting them away in an 
upright position in a cool place, where 
they will be undisturbed. 
If bottles are 
used, the corks should be sterilized and 
the necks of the bottle sealed with seal- 
ing wax. 
The juice settles and when 
desired for use the clear liquid is poured 
off the sediment. 


Any person familiar with the process 
of canning fruit can put up grape juice, 
for the principles involved are the same. 
Care should be taken not to sterilize the 
juice at a temperature higher than 195 
degrees Fahrenheit, or the finished prod- 
uct will have a scorchcii taste. 


The bottles or jars should not be so 
large that when they are opened the juice 
will .spoil before it can be used. 
Unfer- 
mented grape juice, properly made and 
bottled, will keep indefinitely if not ex- 
posed to the atmosphere or to infection 
from mold germs; when a bottle is once 
opened, 
however, 
the 
contents, 
like 
canned goods generally, should be used as 
soon as possible.

problems are just now engaging the at- 
tention of the more advanced units of 
troops training here for eventual work in 
the trenches. 
After the battalion prob- 
lems will come regimental problems, then 
brigade problems and lastly 
divisional 
problems, for in modem warfare the divi- 
sion is the largest fighting unit which 
remains intact with an army organiza- 
tion. 


The corps change from time to time 
both in the number and identity of their 
divisions but the divisions retain their 
identity throughout. 
The battalion is 
the really important fighting unit and 
thtia battalion problems are the basis for 
all that follows. The problems engaging 
tlie battalions are those met in ordinary 
routine trench warfare. 


The Americans are working them out 
alone but listening to criticisms after- 
ward from both British and Frencli offi- 
cers. The proper carrying out of reliefs 
in trenches so the enemy will not know 
when one unit has been replaced by an- 
other is one phase of the battalion prob- 
lem which is being followed with fidelity 
to conditions actually found in the front 
line. Offensive and defensive problems in 
large number and variety also are being 
worked out with commendable skill. One 
important feature of the present training 
is the searching of men for various weap- 
ons. 
Particular attention is being paid 
to instructions in operating Cremian ma- 
chine guns and trench mortars, as well as 
several species of bombs and hand gren- 
ades. Infantry regiments are now look- 
ing forward to the time when they will 
participate in maneuvers with their own 
artillery- 


The preliminary training of the artil- 
lery is now going on with excellent re- 
sults, but much remains to be done. The 
artillery must have a nt*nth or more in 
the actual firing at German targetc before 
it will co-operate with the anhy. 
The 
artillerymen are very anxious to begin 
shooting enemy targets. Meanwhile the 
plan of having a large percentage of the 
first contingent to arrive in France to act 
as instructors to troops arriving later has 
been begun. 
Offic«ri' schools are being 
organised in many different localities and 
scores of officers are being taken from 
line regiments of the first contingent to 
conduct them. 
Later the non-oommis- 
sioned officers and men of these regi- 
ment« will undertake the task of teach- 
ing the newer contingents.

Jacob Favinger Passes Away 
at Age of Eighty-

Indiana Patriotic League in 
Resolutions Calls for 
Action. 


Indianapolis, Sept. 27.—The execu- 
tive committee of the Indiana Patriotic 
league, of which Henry Lane "Wilson, 
former ambas.sador to Mexico, is presi- 
dent, adopted 
resolutions 
suggesting 
that the expulsion of Senator Lafollette 
from congres.s would be appropriate in 
view of his "treasonable 
utterances," 
recently in a speech at St. Paul. 
The 
resolutions follow: 


"Whereas, Robert N. Lafollette, a 
senator from the state of Wisconsin, is 
réported by the Associated 
Press to 
have made, in a public address deliv- 
ered in St. Paul, Minn., September 20, 
the following statment: 


" 'Because you stood up and bared 
your heads when 'America' was sung a 
few minutes ago you have forgotten 
the sacrifices that were made for that 
liberty in 1776 and in 1861; some of 
you are testifying to a devotion to lib- 
erty you do not feel. 


" 'Who is abroad crying in the loud- 
est tones? 
Business, which is making 
money. 
The new projects of patriotism 
are 
ma.squerading 
in 
the 
livery 
of 
heaven while you are fjerving the devil. 


" 'I have just come from Washing- 
ton where, 
with a little handful of 
men, I have been waging a light de- 
manding that taxation should be laid 
according to the ability to pay. 


" 'I was not in favor of beginning 
this war. 
We had no grievance. 
The 
German 
government 
had 
interfered 
Avith our right to travel on the high 
seas—a.s passengers on the 
munition 
ships of Great Britain. 


" 'On these grievances, which were 
insignificant 
considering 
the 
rights 


1 and consequences involved, we went to 
war. 
We had a right to ship muni- 
tions, but I was not in favor of riding.' 


"And whereas, the statement quoted 
distinctly impeaches the justice of the 
solemn act of congress and the presi- 
dent in declaring war with 
Germany 
and was therefore, of aid to the enemj', 
and we believe, treasonable; therefore 
be it 


"Resolved, B.v the Indiana 
Patriot 
league, that by reason of this utterance 
and a cour.se of conduct 
consistently 
antagonistic 
to the country's 
cause, 
Robert M. Lafollette is unworthy to 
hold a seat in the Unietd States senate 
while we are engaged in war with Ger- 
many and his expulsion from that body 
will be regarded by all classes of pa- 
triotic people as not only a proper and 
just punishment but such action will 
serve as a warning to kindred spirits 
whose utterances are growing bolder 
and bolder, while sheltered by the pa- 
tience and forbearance of the people 
and the government. 
In normal times, 
in times of peace, 
public 
discussion 
should be as free as air but while this 
nation is engaged in a gigantic strug- 
gle for the preservation of its rights 
and institutions no traitor should 
be 
permitted to exercise rights accorded 
by the government for the injury of the 
government."

perial German government is to offer 
a pitiful illustration of density. 


The. kaiser and the powerful autoc- 


racy he controls began this war with 
the hope of dominating the world. 
No one had attacked Germany. Ever 
since the Franco-Prussian 
war the 


German empire has been preparing to 
add to its territory and seize new ports 
for its commerce. Germany's African 
colonies were a failure; she must look 
nearer home for opportunities of ex- 
pansion, and to military power as the 
means to gratify her greed. 


Neither France nor England had 


attacked Germany. The Balkan trou- 
bles were only an excuse for the sud- 
den unlooked-for flinging of the Ger- 
man army toward Paris. The best 
diplomatic and literary genius of Ger- 
many has attempted to justify that 
march upon Paris that plunged the 
world into the most stupendous war 
in history. 
The attempts at justifi- 


cation do not justify. Germany, after 
exerting all her energies for'years to 
develop the greatest fighting machine 
:ver assembled, seized an hour when 
her neighbors were off-guard to put 
her 
armies in motion. 
Belgium's 


magnificent resistance to the invader, 
the splendid valor of France alone 
saved Paris, and wh.en he failed to 
reach the French capital in that first 
dash, the kaiser lost the war. 


That civilization has now turned 


against Germany Is the fault of the 
kaiser and the servile autocracy that 
supports him in his fanatical pro- 
gram of conquest. It is the fault, too, 
of the German people who have meek- 
ly ' cringed before their rulers, and 
accepted the doctrine of Germany's 
predestined place as the dominant po- 
litical and commercial power of the 
world. The first result o£ the effort 
to assert this doctrine and impose It 
upon the rest of humanity, beating 
down democratic Institutions as Eng- 
land, America and France have realiz- 
ed them, was to bring the world to 
arms against Germany. The second 
was to arouse a world-wide distrust 
and hatred of Germany and Germans 
that would not pass in a hundred years. 


The kaiser, far from being an om- 


nipotent being, incapable of error, 
has blundered incredibly at every turn. 
He was misled for years by the army 
of spies he maintained in this country 


lern had learned less confidently upon 
the hope that his former subjects in 
America would support his cause we 
should not now be at war with the im- 
perial German government. 
If he 


had respected international law and 
not directed his war of frightfulness 
against us, a people who had no wish 
to wage war against him, we should 
not now be preparing to strike down 
his presumptions with every ounce of 
power we possess.

block the great sea-lanes to neutrals, 
his destruction of American lives and 
property merely as part of his policy 
of terrorism, made it incumbent upon 
us, for our own protection and in the 
defense of humanity to sound the call 
to arms. 


We fight first for the dignity, hon- 


or and security of America; and inci- 
dental to this high purpose Is a holy 
crusade in behalf of all free peoples 
to protect them from the rapacity and 
cruelty of autocracy. 
If the kaiser 


wins, the tide of civilization will be 
turned back a thousand years. The 
court house that stands in every Amer- 
ican county seat as the symbol and in- 
strument of Anglo-Saxon freedom and 
justice is menaced so long as the au- 
tocratic Hohenzollern commands an 
army.

Grape Juice Days Are 
Here With Fruit to Use 


BY GEORGE C. HUSMANN. 


U .S. Department of Agriculture. 
For making grape juice only clean, 


sound, well ripened, but not overripe, 


Mrapes should be used. These may be 
crushed and pressed either by hand or 
,n an ordinary cider mill. 


If a light-colored juice JB desired, 


the crushed grapes are put In a clean, 
well-washed cloth sack and either 
hung up and twisted or grasped by 
two persons, one at either end. and 
twisted until the greater part of the 
juice is expressed. Then, in a double 
boiler or its equivalent, such as a large 
stone jar placed in a pan of hot water, 
so that the juice does not come in di- 
rect contact with the fire, the juice is 
gradually heated to a temperature of 
180 degrees to 200 degrees Fahrenheit. 
The temperature should never be al- 
lowed to go above 200 degrees Fahren- 
heit. It is best to use a thermometer; 
if none is available, however, the juice 
may be heated until It steams, but it
